There haw been some talk of late 
about cutting a new county out of 
Bureau. LaSalle and 
Lee counties. 
T h e T k l b g k a ph had 10 little regard 
for t lie new count \ talk that no atten­ 
tion wax paid to it until we found the 
following 
remark« 
in the 
Chicago 
Tribune, which seems to take the n at- 
ter Heriou« ly,<and believe« th a t there in 
Hueh a scheme on foot. 
Wt at is v. ant­ 
ed, t.he writer insists, is to make Men- 
dota, in the northwest corner of La­ 


S a l l e , a county seat. 
Were it not for 
that, and perhaps for the desire on the 
part of politicians to make more offices, 
nobody would propose trjat the terri­ 
tory which now'stand« the-expen.se of 
the three county govomnent« should be 
saddled with the support of four such 
governments. 
Prior to 18 48 there wa« no constitu­ 
tional provisions regarding counties. 
The legislature could make as many as 
it pleased and they could be as small 
or as large as it chose 
The tendency 
was in the direction of small counties 
which accorded better with the County 
Commissioner system of government 
which prevailed in the southern part 
of tIn s ta te . 
Then in those days there were no 
railroads. 
'I ravel was difficult. 
Men 
felt it a hardship to he compelled to

county seat to transact business. Small 
counties meant less travel.

The framers of tin* Const itution of 
18 48 wanted toe ieck the creation of 
i smal 1 counties.

less than 100 square m iles, 
j and that, no existing county should be 
Cver- i cut down so as to have less than 
400 
square miles. 
T h a t wtse provision is 
in the present Constitution. 
The railroad system of Illinois is so 
perfect now th at it is nonsense to talk 
i of making any new count ies and coun­ 
ty seats in order to ‘‘accommodate the 
I people.”

GOD T H A T 


RULES T H E PLAINS. 


No Person Can U nderstand Wha t Terr*b in 


T hings T hey A re U ntil

The b lizzard, aw th* plain m an ’s ver­ 
nacular designates 
the prairie snosv 
storm, is utterly 
i n c om p r e he n s ib le to 
on e who has not ex perienced it. 
Gen­ 
erated in the great storm b reeding re­ 
gions of b arren British America and 
swept on arctic b lasts along the vast 
level reaches that stretch eastward from 
the Rocky mountains, with no forest to 
b reak its force, it b ecomes a demon of 
the air, second only to the cyclone or 
tornado in destrnct iveness. The moist uro 
is ground as b etween millstones, hurl­ 
ed with b ulletiiko energy over hundreds 
of miles of level plain, and finally, 
transformed into yeasty s!o**t b y the sof­ 
tening effects of lower latitudes, falls in 
b leak showers on tho ranges of Tex as 
and No Man’s Land. 
Lack of cheap b uilding material and 
the b revity of the winter season on tho 
prairies contrib ute to make the settlor s 
cab in a poor re fuge . 
W hen tlie b lizzard 
comes, ever}' resource of fuel is hus­ 
b anded, and it is faced with a grim de­ 
termination to seo it through. 
But not all are prepared even so well 
as the settler. 
Occasionally a b elated 
emigrant, en route 
e it he r to a chosen 
claim o n the frontier 
or toward the 
pleasantly rememb ered east, where ho 
hopes to find old friends and helpers, is 
caught b y the b last. 
He may have a 
tiny stove inside tho canvas topped prai­ 
rie schooner, b ut its heat can do little 
against the power of tho storm. 
Shol 
tered b y the low b luff of some ravine or 
w a t e r course ho may weather th** drag­ 
ging hours of suffering, b ut tho chances 
are that t* am and driver will b o found 
a ghastly monument to tho storm king's 
strength. 
The farmer who lias hurried 10 or 15 
miles to the nearest village to secure 
supplies for the impending visitation 
is often overtaken b efore reaching Ins 
waiting family and perishes on the road, 
for no matter how well he knows the 
path when the b lizzard rages his way 
is as that of the mariner without a com­ 
pass. 
At the prairie schoolhouses, whore 
the settlers’ children are gathered from 
a territory covering many miles in ev­ 
ery direction, tho b lizzard b rings terror 
to the pupils as well as to their parents. 
Rescue is impossib le until 
the lull 
comes, and awful possib ilities lurk in 
the b osom of tin* storm. 
A Dakota 
school mi stress failed 
to dismiss her 
scholars in time for them to rqach 
home and found herself and them pris 
oilers from a b lizzard’s approach. 
A 
night and n day at least were b efore 
her, during which her little charges 
must b o protected. 
Delib erately she 
apportioned tho food remaining in the 
dinner pails, divided the larger b oys 
into squads to keep the fire b urning 
steadily, and when darkness came put 
tho younger pupils to sloop on the b ench­ 
es. 
Then through the b itter night site 
sang, declaimed, told stories, invented 
games and kept the frightened children 
amused and cheered ¡vs b est she could. 
The following day passed much the 
name, b ut still no ab atement of the 
storm nor any rescue. Tho second night 
was dreary indeed. _ The children cried 
themselves to sleep, hungry and cold. 
With her own hands the teacher b roke 
up desks ¡Hid b lackb oard to food the vo­ 
racious stove. 
With morning canto a 
shout at tho door 
as tho settlers shovel­ 
ed away the snow, and then the plucky 
girl to whom the children owed their 
lives show*d her womanliness — and 
fainted. 
Tho loss among stock on tho plains b v 
each b lizzard isappalling. There is less 
ex posure of herds and Hocks now’ than 
in earlier times, yet every season causes 
tho destruction of thousands of head of 
cattle and sheep on the ranges and in 
the unshelferd corrals. 
Several years 
ago, « luring th« 'height of tho Tex as cat­ 
tle trade, a b lizzard in western Kansas 
early in Decemb er destroyed more than 
half of 800,000 cattle that were b eing 
herded on tho open prairie. At olio rail­ 
way station, after the storm, 85,000 
hides were shipped, at another 20,000. 
One ranchman found b ut 225 headalivo 
out of 7,500 that b ad b oon grazing b e­ 
fore tin* catastrophe. 
Several hundred 
ponies and a score of herders also per 
ished. 
Tho b lizzard is a permanent feature 
of the prairie winter. Nothing b ut a <ie 
eided climatic revolution can secure to 
the great transmississippi roligon im­ 
munity from its death b earing presence. 
Bitter preparations are yearly b eing 
made to withstand its fury and to pro 
feet more generously the dumb animals 
who suffer equally with their mast* r> 
The signal service is rend* ring aid in 
warning communities reached b y t, 1* - 
graph of t lie storm’s approach, while the 
settlers, taught b y hitter t 'Xperb 'iice, 
take with each season b etter p re c a ution s 
and provide more intelligently for their 
time of need, which is sure to come. 
But, with ¡ill man's cure and defense, 
the b lizzard remains uuoonqutred. It is 
cruel, relentless and unmerciful as some 
Norse go*i, from x vhoso kingdom 
it- 
comes. 
It is one of the west's posses 
sions which is wholly and irredeemab ly 
detestab le. In its forefront is apprehen 
siou; at its height, terror; in its wake, 
desolation and 
suffering, 
sometimes 
death.— Detroit Free Press.

‘Mav­ 
is; you don’t have much confidence m 
me since hearing my name, b ut 1 reckon 
w e’ll travel along together all right. 
“ W>11, there w asn’t anything to b e 
said b ut ‘All right; jump ab oard,’ and 
Ham Brown, with a carpetb ag in his 
b and and b is pistols b ulging under ins 
coat, c a m e out to the wagon and took his 
seat b eside me. 
He proved a civil 
enough companion, and we got through 
to Virginia City all right, with nob ody 
killed on the way. 
He iiad taken along 
¡4 b ottle of prepared cocktails,and 1 had 
a b ox <if cigars, so that tho time passed 
rather sociab ly as we made our journey 
together. 
“ VVi went into camp that night at 
Sandy Springs, ab out half way to Vir­ 
ginia City, and in the course of tho 
evening he told me something of his 
life and adventures.

portions. 
The rough outlines of tho “ sketch 
are developed, new ideas are added, oth­ 
ers are altered, and b y degrees the real­ 
ization of the sculptor’s thoughts b e­ 
gins to appear m the clay. 
Ill the actual manipulation great care 
must b etaken that tho clay is of the 
proper consistence and possesses the 
requisite amount of moisture; otherwise 
it may b ecome dry and crack. 
A .still more serious accident is where 
the clay crumb les to pieces, in this way 
tin* lab or of months may in a f'*w m in­ 
utes vanish into ¡4 mass of deb ris, an 
ex perience which luu'iy sculptors have 
had. 
To guard against this the clay must 
from time to time he moistened, and 
when work is finished for the day the 
model must b e carefully covered with 
damp cloths. 
I i this way accidents may 
b o prevented. 
Yv hen large models have to b e made, 
ex tra precautions must b etaken against 
drying. 
The nucleus must b e made 
strong, of iron rods along the lines 
w here t her 
is least support, as in the 
ease of outstretched arms or legs, and 
th*1 rods must b o properly fix ed in a sta­ 
b le b asis. 
At first the figures a r e modeled nude, 
and full regard is paid to all anatomic­ 
al details. 
The drapery is added after­ 
ward from studies arranged ou lay fig­ 
ures. 
When the model is finished accord­ 
ing ft) the taste of the sculptor, a second 
one is made of the ex act size intended 
for the final piece of work.

Aft* r a b it the stick is pulled out, 
and the b all is rewound to finish it i ff. 
in some places these b alls weigh three 
I pounds nr more each; m others five of 
them make a pound. 
The purity of the 
rub b er depends much upon how much 
other juic * lias b een added. 
The b est 
and purest is that ob tained from the 
juice without b oiling. 
This is only 
found in the shape of b racelets, b ecause 
the natives wind the juice as it runs 
out around their wrists and let it dry 
there. 
When perfectly dry, it slips off' 
easier. 
This would b e transparent, rub ­ 
b er if the skin and fingers of the na 
tives w’ere net so very dirty. 
The natives often nscil to put foreign 
sub stances, str ii as small stones, palm 
nuts and little b ulls of grass, into the 
rub b er b all to make it heavy. 
They 
were soon found out, and every b all is 
now cut through the center to reveal its 
mix ture. Often the rub b er is b uried for 
. seme days b ecause it draws the mois­ 
ture from tb <* ground, which adds to th** 
weight. Cheating is resorted to b ecause 
the pay is so poor, 
it takes a party of 
eight or ten men and b oys six to eight 
weeks to gather from SO to 100 pounds 
i of rub b er. 
The value of this, if all is 
first class, is from 200 to 250 yards of 
cotton cdotli or TO gallons of rum or 8 
or 4 flintlock guns.

ca ll to be sounded. 
In a few minutes 
ev ery horse hud returned to the enca mp­ 
ment, and we were sa v ed.’

as possible. 
The dog’s master stated 
that he hud trained him when he was 
quite a puppy , and by the time he was 
3 y ears old the dog wa s as good a judge 
a s his master of a false note.— Boston 
Transcript.

It did better, howev er, in Ireland than 
a n y w h e r e else and got its name, no 
doubt, because of its early and ex tensiv e 
cultiv a tion in Ireland. 
Botanioally it 
wa s origina lly known as tiie Batata v ir- 
ginia na , but in after y ears it wa s prop­ 
erly identified and classified as the » So­ 
la n uni tuberorum. 
As the winter stock

Among the boy s who were questioned 
the most popular occupations related to 
the trades. 
Fourteen per cent had this 
preference. Nex t in frequency came the 
desire to be merchants, 12 percent; then 
clerks, 7 per cent; then farmers, 6 per 
cent; doctors, about 5 per c e n t; lawy ers, 
about 5 per cent; engineers, nearly 4 
per cent; teachers and soldiers, each 3 
per cent; railroad men and sailors, each 
2 l2 percent; business, 2 per ceftt. 
I he 
rest named 35 diffcrent occupations. 
It 
wa s noticed tha t the boy s thought that 
an occupation that dealt, w ith tools, 
plants or a nima ls meant something that 
conferred 
power ov er one's 
fellows. 
Only in boy s about 7 y ears old was 
there a large preference for such occu­ 
pations as that of policeman, fireman or 
railroad man. As he grows older the 
av erage boy modifies his desire for tie 
perilous, until at 14 he wa nts to be a 
bank clerk. There is one interesting ex ­ 
ception to this. 
The ambition to bo a 
sailor appears at 7 and increases slowly , 
culmina ting at 14. 
Here is the composition of a hoy of 
14, parents American, his father a la ­ 
borer: “ When 1 am a man, 1 will go tr 
sea and be a sailor on the stormy ocean. 
Then I can see strange and foreign land* 
and places, where no man hut the sailor 
can go. * * * I can go among the ice­ 
bergs of the antarctic region, and I can 
spend a nightly winter in some arctic 
country . The dark continent holds many 
joy s for the sailor. 
He can hunt and 
hav e adv entures without other cost than 
wa lking into them. 
Because 1 speak in 
such glowing terms of the sailor does 
not say that I think he has no discom­ 
forts, for wha t kind of life does not 
hav e its full share of the dangers and 
discomforts? The milliona ire frets about 
the fact that some bank w ill go uud< r. 
* * * Ev en the poorest laborer frets, 
fearing he aud his fa mily will starv e to 
death when re lias no work. And now, 
hurrah for the sa ilor!” 
And hero is a little eiad of the cen­ 
tury old ma id of fi, of English and 
American parentage, whose father is u 
sta id minister of the gospel: ” 1 wa nt t< 
marry a man that doesn t smoke, be­ 
cause I don’t like the smell of smoke. 1 
wa nt to teach school where they will 
let me spank thechildren. For children 
knead disciplin. I wa nt to wear bloom­ 
ers ail the time. I wa nt to wear a cut­ 
a wa y suit. 
Because it looks nice with 
bloomers. I w ill wear russet shoes and 
brown stockings.

The “ new boat” of the letter wa s the 
now celebrated Clermont, the steamboat 
of Robert Fulton, which iu August, 
18 07, made the first successful steam 
v oy age up the astonished Hudson and 
demonstra ted to the world that a new 
force had been discov ered by which old 
methods in nearly all lines were to be 
rev olutionist d. 
Very likely , with a ll their lov ing 
confidence in the wisdom of the cha n­ 
cellor, the sisters embarked with some 
distrust of his new boat’s ma king good 
its promise to get them home in less 
than three day s, ev en if both -wind and 
tide should prov e unfav orable, but they 
were not afraid of a ny thing worse than 
delay , though most of their 
friends 
feared for them. During the nine y ears 
that had passed since “ Robert R. Liv ­ 
ingston and Robert Fulton had first se­ 
cured the concession to na v iga te the 
waters in New York state for 20 y ears, 
prov iding they should build a boat of 
not less than 20 tons, that would go not 
less than four miles an hour against 
wind and tide,” the subject had been so 
often talked ov er in their presence that 
the sisters were already quite intelligent j 
upon it and laughed at the fears of their 
timorous friends. 
The embarkation wa s from a dock 
“ near the state prison” (which wa s in 
“ Greenwich v illa ge,” on the 
Nortli 
riv er i and wa s witnessed by u crowd of 
“ not less than 500 persons. ’ Many were 
friends of the passengers, who bade 
them fa rewell w ith as much solicitude 
as if they were going to Madagascar, 
especia lly trembling w ith apprehension 
at the “ terrible risk run by sa iling iu a 
boat full of tire. ” 
The adv< nturous v oy agers, who were 
the guests of Robert Fulton and Cha n­ 
cellor Liv ing*ton, were about 40 in num ­ 
ber, including but a few ladies. Among 
the latter, besides our two y oung sisters 
and their aunt, Mrs. Thomas Morn* 
(da ughter-in-la w of Robert Morris, tin 
financier of the Rev olution), were at 
least one of the chancellor's two da ugh­ 
ters, four of the many da ughters of his 
brothers, John K. and Colonel Harry ,and 
a y oung lady who wa s more interested 
in the result of tins memorable ex pend 
ment than any one sav e the inv entor 
himself. 
In all the biographies of Ful 
ton Miss Harriet Liv ingston is called I 
the cha ncellor’s niece, but she wa s rea l­ 
ly his cousin.

The fair Harriet wa s at this time 
about two and twenty and “ deeply in 
lov e w ith h r handsome, gifted lov er asj 
any girl w ell could bo.”

Fulton as surpassing them all.

P lu c k in g Fowl*. 
Plucking fowls may be easily and 
quickly accomplished in this wa y : As 
soon as the bird is dead immerse it in a 
pail of v ery hot water, the water to cov ­ 
er all the feathers. 
One minute is usu­ 
ally long enough to keep the fowl under 
hot water. Too long soaking is liable to 
discolor the skin. 
After this hot hath 
the feathers are so loosened that they 
can be almost rubbed off. 
The bird is 
then rinsed in cold water and wiped 
with a soft cloth. It should then be put 
into a cotton bag kept for this purpose 
aud hung in a cool place. 
When fowls 
are not to be used at once, they should 
a lwa y s be loosely rolled in cloth or pa 
per to keep them from turning dark. 
Ducks cannot be managed m this wa y , 
as their feathers contain so much oil 
that the wa ter does not penetrate them. 
—New York Sun.
